God reveals Himself, and His 
revelation Is embodied In the New 
Testament.

There is a 
freedom in the structure, because 
love Is the Law of Freedom . . . 
yet you cannot make love Into 
a law." Dr. Neibuhr then stipu- 
lated that tho truth of the Biblcal 
Mystery "is grasped by faith and 
repentance . .'..You can't dc-my- 
thologlzc the. Bible, Every preach- 
er has the Job of revealing the 
truth of Blblllcal symbols." He 
went further to say that rationality 
leads "cither to a Platonic heaven 
or a Marxist Utopia — an Incred- 
ible heaven. . . .

of students and youth generally in any land 
and of an y race is their idealism, coupled with 
an optimistic outlook. This is quite logical 
in students by reason of their 'immaturity.' 

♦îrThôse older and wiser, having attempted to 
apply their ideals to life and continuously 

- with frustration become pessimists and soon 
develop a negative view towards ideas that 
are new and radical. 

Students arc always in the forefront when 
there is n political wrong or intnision on 

v; personal liberty apparent; ready to cam- 
paign against and if necessary to use strong 
physical action. Frequently our newspapers 
carry reports of student demonstrations, ic- 

^;vblts and political battles in many countries 
tthrouglwut the world. In recent years, even 
here at McGill, this trend in youth has shown 
itself with a vote of support for the youth of 

^■Argentina when they were involved in a 

^demonstration^ There was the dispute over the 
Tight of 'The Red Dean; the Rev. Hewlett 

r Johnson to speak in Montreal a few years past 
and, when he finally did speak to students, 
b great deal of public criticism was the re- 
sult. More recently there has been the con- 
demnation of the provincial Government for 
its attitude toward civil liberties voted by 
students al a general meeting. 

This idealist trend in youth has been 
very shrewdly and very cleverly recognised 
by the communists. Perhaps the most active 
cell of communism in this country today lies 
in the nucleus of communist youth who, with 
the conviction, idealism and fervor so often 
found in young people, have kept communist 
doctrines and views alive. 

The very' great emphasis that is placed 
on young people by the communists and the 



constant attempt to organize them into ac- 
' tivo cells which have one purpose— spreading 
the propaganda of communism throughout the 
world — is a very shrewd use of this fact of 
idealism in youth. 

' These facts come out as one looks over 
the recent gathering of communist youth 
at the World Festival of Youth in Berlin 
during the past summer. Here a liberal sprink- 
ling of dogmatisms and doctrines were mixed 
with sports and 'cultural' activities. 'A grcnt 
relay was organized by the communist com- 
mittee prior to the. actual festival where 
young athletes, carrying great messages 
of 'peace' and 'the fight for peace' ran from 
town to town only stopping to pick up the 
occasional signature for the Peace Petition 
on the way. Again, in cultural activities, the 
doctrines were constantly kept before young 
people with plnys of 'wonderful' communist 
life contrasted with the commujnist picture 
of capitalistic society. 

A report of the culmination of all this 
activity, describing how an estimated 200,000 
young people gathered at one last rally shows 
perhaps the lowest ebb of youth as it stood to 
repeat like a group of automatons, "We 
pledge, we pledge, we pledge. 

Indeed it is a real indication of the sorry* 
Mate, of 'the contemporary world when the 
fervour and spirit of youth is so debased and 
its idealism so misdirected. For though their 
views are regarded by elders as immature and 

led like sheep with only oiie path to follow 
and without this prime quality of Idealism 
can never be expected to lend the way to a 
new~and better civilization. ^ ^

Asia Shakes Its Colonial Chains 



Western Superiority Complex 
Bar to Understanding

The flrt requisite to understand 
Asia is to get rid of our superiority 
complex towards it: the impact of 
the West on Asia was not a one- 
sided movement; Europe owes far 
more to Asia than Asia to Europe: 
religions and cultures have had 
their cradle "there; many 'sciences, 
industries nnd even sports have 
been given to us by Asia. 

American concern about Asia is 
recent. Before the last war, not 
only was Asia considered" unim- 
portant in terms of international 
politics, but its millions counted 
for nothing in the existing 
balance of power, with the ex- 
ception of Japan. Asia was con 
sidercd mostly as a market for 
foreign trade, as an "annex" to 
American and European economics. 

Things have changed. The war 
has been the straw, that broke the 
camel's back: everywhere, and 
with an extraordinary ensemble, 
the countries of Asia as well as 
those of South-East Asia have 
started to shake the chains of 
colonialism.. Of course, this move- 
ment towards nationalism Is not 
new: -Sun-Yat-Scn, Ghàndi and 
Mohammed All Jinnah had spent 
their 'lives • In fighting for this 
ideal. Nationalism can be of posi- 
tive or negative nature: in India, 
as in Pakistan, Indonesia, Indo- 
china or China, it is negative in the 
sense that' it is a reaction, a pro- 
tective reaction against an existing 
state of affairs, against the abuse 
of colonialism. 
- But the problem Is not only 
one or nationalism; it Is mostly 
one of the form which this 
nationalism la liable - to take, 
namely Communism. We are all 
too familiar with what la golng 



on In China, Indochina, Malaya, 
Korea and the Philippines not to 
understand that behind the vari- 
ous names or Viet-Mlnh, Huk- 
balahaps, and others, lies the 
same Ideal, the same purpose: to 
get rid or the foreigner, or, In 
terms of à German missionary to 
Malaya, to "vomit" the Wes- 
terner. ■ 
When someone Is .fighting against 
an intruder, it Is jjablc to turn to 
anyone for help, regardless some- 
times of what this new support 
means. Most Asians do not know 
what "Communism" means, they 
do not know that It Is Just as, if 
not more, Imperialistic than capi- 
talism, but they will rally under 
its banner bccaucc they feel it is 
the only way put. To most Asians", 
who have been for centuries under 
colonial authority, the fact that 
this new government may be total! 
tarlan docs not mean a thing. Even 
those who are closer to us, as the 
Pakistani, arc as much afraid of 
American infiltration as of Soviet 
Infiltration. It was the opinion 
of an Asiatic student that Europe 
being no longer a. favourable 
ground for war, the U.S. wanted to 
shift the battlefield to Asia. 

As long as we will took at Asia 
and people with the eyes and reac- 
tions of a Westerner, we will not 
understand Asia and, as a conse- 
quence, wc will be rejected by Asia. 
Of course this works against Com- 
munism in some instances: how can 
one conciliate the idea of levelling 
people with the cast System of In- 
dia? The idea of leveling is sacri- 
legious to a Hindu: men are born 
unequal as a reward for the last life 
they led (metempsychosis).

Last summer in a small Que- 
bec, town named Limbour on 
the Gatlneau river, about 85 
University students from three 
continents ' gathered to study 
International problems. ' 

In adjoining columns, threè 
McGill undergraduates who 
were there report on the 
things the students thought 
and talked about during their 
four weeks al Limbour. The 
occasion was the fourth Inter- 
national Students' Service sum-, 
mer seminar, the first held In 
Canada. 

The majority of the .Indents 
as at ihe three previous ISS 
seminars In Europe, were from 
Canadian Universities. Others 
were from Europe and the 
United SUtes. 

The Limbour seminar dlf- 
rered from its predecessors, 
however, In that It was at- 
tended by a large delegation of 
Asian ' atudents who were 
brought to this country 
through the Colombo plan. 
Under terms of the plan, the 
Asians were granted Canadian 

Government scholarships to 

spend six to twelve months 
here studying In Canadian In- 
dustries, Government depart- 
ments and Universities. Thé, 
seminar served as their Intro- 
duction to life In this country. 

Like Its predecessors, the 
seminar was directed by a 
Canadian staH, headed by Dr. 
. L. E. M. Lynch, professor of 
philosophy at the University 
ot Toronto,

The focal point of the Fourlh 
International Student Seminar was 
the Columbo Plan and how ade- 
quately it assumes the burden of 
ministering to the needs ot Asian 
peoples. Some of those Asians who 
participated In this summer pro- 
gram will be studying at Canadhn 
universities, this winter; others, 
who are beyond the »cad ~ 
Of education, will be 
large hydro-electric power 
or railway offices to observe at 
close hand an industrial Canada at 
work. In part, the opportunities 
which the Columbc*PUn allows for 
meeting these interesting person- 
alities is one which students should 
not miss.

What Can Canadian Students Do? 

Taylor Concludes We Can Contribute 
In Solving Asia's Problems 



When I arrived at the Seminar, 
the consideration of what 1 a.< a 
student could do to help solve 
the pressing problems of south-, 
cast Asia had not entered my 
mind. It was a field I had no 
Intention of exploring. It was 
only on realizing the great ne- 
cessity of a swift solution of 
these problems that I began to 
think along these lines. It was 
a realization one could not es- 
cape, as, day by day, these prob- 
lems were discussed, dispassion- 
ately and objectively in all their 
aspects. 

But when I started to think 
along these lines, I discovered to 
my surprise that there was some- 
thing we could do. I say to my 
surprise, because the students of 
Canada look upon themselves 
traditionally as being mere ob- 
servers, as having nothng to say 
say in world events. Having tak- 
en this attitude, the student has 
htcome as entirely inoperative 
as he considers himself to be.

cratlve as . a force even within 
their own country for a sensible 
policy towards South East Asia, 
they must know a great deal 
more about the problem than 
they do now. They must be aware, 
first of all, that a problem exists. 
They must then be strongly en- 
ough aware of this fact to feci 
the need for a solution. The en- 
lightenment of Canada will 

le enlightenment 
cnts, and the enlightenment of 
Canada could aid greatly In the 
salvation of 'Asia. We have proof 
of this In the Columbo Plan. 

There Is at the same time an- 
other channel which, though not 
necessarily more effective, Is more 
direct. This Is the giving of con- 
crete aid to the student commun- 
ity of Asia. Even more than we 
shall be in- ours, the students of 
Asia will lnqucstionably be the 
leaders In their countries. The 
gap between the small educated 
minority and the illiterate masses 
is greater there 'than here, and 
the weight of student opinion Is 
correspondingly more significant. 

It is therefore of vital Impor- 
tance, first that higher educa- 
tion be as widespread as possi- 
ble In Asia, and second that some 
kind of rapport be established 



between students of that con- 
tinent and this. In line with the 
second aim, student exchanges, 
such as the NFCUS projects of 
bringing over a cultural group 
from South East Asia, arc very 
useful, but both alms are best 
served by concrete aid In . the 
form of more books and equip- 
ment to 'the universities of this 
area, wheh are operating with 
such striking lack of what we 
consider the basic necessities that 
any North American university 
In similar circumstances .would 
have long since closed down. To 
accomplish this an Ideal chan- 
nel already exists In the form of 
the I.S.S. student relief program, 
and participation in this pro- 
gram Is open to all students on 
the campuses of Canada where 
there are I.S.S. * committees, 
which means virtually all camp- 
uses. ; ' 
. Quite contrary td my expec- 
tations, there do exist ways In 
which Canadian students can 
contribute — and slgnili 
toward the solution of the 
lems of South East Asia, 



Asia can be said to have an agri- 
cultural civilization; lti is now 
trying to change that pattern into 
an Industrial one. There are In 
Asia eleven hundred million pco 
pie, halt the population of the 
globe on an arable soil equal to that 
of the U.S.S.R. 

In a recent report, an economic 
commission of the United Nations 
has stated five factors that are . large 
ly responsible for the existing short- 
age and famine situation; large po 
pulation; small cultivable area per 
capita; small share of world min- 
erals; lack of capital and technolo- 
gical underdevelopment. 

The West has tried to help Asia; 
the Columbo Plan' Is a complete 
new scheme for industrialization; 
Pakistan for example is trying to 
replace manpower by tractors; the 
manpower could thus go. in the In- 
dustries and the exchange acquired 
would help buying tractors .again 
This of course la a slow process, a 
"snow-ball" gradual process and .it 
can-be done only with Western help. 
The Role of China 
China has got rid of foreign Im- 
perialism but' It still has to face an 
other kind of exploitation: the In 
ternâl one, the exploitation of one 
man by another. Mao-tsc-Tung has 
discovered that this problem is 
greater than he expected:. the land' 
lord Is a part of the Chinese pat 
tern of life and the. agrarian revot 
ut[on has had to become milder; 

ides this first revolution which 
consists in distributing the land to 
the peasant, there remains a second 
uneasy revolution to be done: na 
tionallzlng the land, taking It away 
from the private ownership of the 
peasant. - 

In spite of these problems, 
must be understood that the Com- 
munist regime is powerful; Man 
has pledged himself to reform and 
the end of the status quo' and the 
Peking government is a symbol to 
people of Asia: by being at the 
avant-garde" of the change, it has 
a great Influence. 



From these brief considerations, 
more problems, than solutions arise 
for the Western mind. We arc 
against Communism as a force that 
wants to destroy the national alms 
of the countries of Asia. What can 
we do to help and to which' coun- 
tries should this help bo glven7 
If our criterion Is strength, then Ja- 
pan, India and Pakistan arc our 
candidates; if bur criterion is loy- 
alty to the West, Korea and Indo- 
China come first; if our criterion is 
popular support of the concerned 
government, India and Pakistan 
would rate high; if our criterion is 

think 
almost no 

candidate. 

Democracy as we know it Is nut 
rooted permanently anywhere In 
Asia. We must ask ourselves If the 
kind of democracy we showed' to 
these people appeals to them. Have 
they understood what we meant 
while our capitalists were exploit- 



ing the whole continent? If they' 
l,ave, It Is a miracle. 
Certainly, Asians have an Idea of

what democracy Is, but, from what 
tlicy have seen, they have inherited 
.■iusplclan and doubt. They know 
little about democracy , and. a little 
knowledge Is more dangerous than 
none at all...
